Washington, l>. c., Oct. 10—Another 


startling exposure was made today by 
Secretary J^anslng, implicating Count 
von Bernstorff, the former Gorman 
ambassador to the United States. 
•The disclosures 
today showed 
a 


number of plots that were about to 
bo carried out when the onco Gorman 
diplomat was given his passports am} 
BOIH back to Germany. 


The evidence against Bernutorff Is 


contained in three telegrams that aro 
now In (lio possession 
of Secretary 


Ionising. Two oC tlio telegrams were 
from tho Get-man jjoveiyiment to Born - 
storff, sent In January, 1916. Tho third 
and last was one that was sent by 
liernatorff to the German military of- 
fice. 


The first fi'oin the German govern- 


ment was sent January 3, 1910 and 
v.as sent "secret." It Instructed Born- 
storff to make onenjetie efforts to de- 
stroy the Canadian-Pacific railroad at 
several points. It also states that Capt. 
Iloohm has been given Instructions 
nnd will provide funds. It was signed 
'Zimmerman.'

(uken by Germany, but with a more 
radical purpose In view—tho 
actual 


confiscation of the property of French I 
subjects, according to [he view held 
here. Retaliation has been advocated 
and even recommended by parliamen- 
tary committees. The decree does not 
intimate that the government intends 
to Bo that far. The main -object is to 
arrive at an approximate estimate of 
the value of the pledges of this' kind 
held by Germany, Austria, Turkey and 
Bulgaria. 


Tho decree applies to property held
